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Basic service costs for electricity could skyrocket 


Blue Grass Energy charge to double; KU up 67%

The two companies that 
provide electricity to Ander¬ 
son County are seeking hefty 
increases to their basic ser¬ 
vice charges. 

Blue Grass Energy, which 
serves just under 5,000 cus¬ 
tomers here, has requested 
a basic charge — the mini¬ 


mum amount to be provided 
service — that more than 
doubles over the next two 
years, jumping from $9.73 per 
month to $20, a 105 percent 
increase. 

Kentucky Utilities, which 
serves about 6,500 customers 
here, has requested a basic 
charge increase from $10.75 to 
$18, a 67 percent increase that, 


if approved, will likely go into 
effect in July. 

Both have made requests 
for the increases through the 
state’s Public Service Com¬ 
mission, which has yet to rule 
on the requests. 

Both companies say the 
increase in electricity costs 
are due, at least in part, to the 
so-called war on coal, which 
critics say is being waged by 
the Obama administration 
through the Environmental 


Protection Agency. 

Blue Grass Energy’s 
request is to initially increase 
the basic charge to $15, fol¬ 
lowed by an increase to $20 
one year later. To offset 
that increase, the company 
has proposed reducing the 
amount it charges for each 
kilowatt hour (kWh) of elec¬ 
tricity used. If approved, the 
company says the average 
bill would increase from 
$123.97 per month to $126.97, 


a 2.6 percent increase. That 
estimates are based on the 
average customer using 1,271 
kWh per month. 

The average Kentucky 
Utilities customer’s increase 
would be higher, with the 
bill for a customer using 1,200 
kWh per month increasing 
$11 per month, or 9.57 percent. 
That increase is due, in part, 
to Kentucky Utilities increas-

Ex-bus 
monitor 
to be 
arraigned 

Woman charged 
with menacing student 
in court Thursday

The former Anderson 
County school bus monitor who 
faces menacing and harass¬ 
ment charges is expected to be 
arraigned Thursday morning in 
Anderson District Court. 

Melinda R. Owens, 41, of 
210 Forrest Drive, Lawrence¬ 
burg was issued a summons 
in October for allegedly push¬ 
ing the face of a 12-year-old 
student into a seat and tearing 
up another 12-year-old’s school 
papers, according to documents 
obtained by The Anderson 
News. 

Thursday’s appearance will 
be Owens’ first in court after 
she was issued a summons to 
appear following an investiga¬ 
tion by the Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

According to a criminal com¬ 
plaint, Owens, “with the intent 
to intimidate, harass, annoy or 
alarm” one of the 12-year-old 
boys, “subjected him to physical 
contact by placing her hand on 
his face and pushing his face 
into the bus seat.” 

The complaint also states 
that Owens approached the 
other 12-year-old boy in a 
threatening manner, “grabbed 
his poster board and ripped it 
into pieces and was yelling in 
his face.” 

The incident occurred Sept. 
26, and Anderson County 
Schools Superintendent con¬ 
firmed she accepted Owens’ res¬ 
ignation a day or two later. 
Anderson County Sheriff Troy 
Young said his office was noti¬ 
fied by the school district and 
that the investigation was 
conducted by deputy Paul 
Blackhurst, who serves as one 
of the school district’s resource 
officers. 

“The district handled it in 
the proper way,” Young said.

Sentencing 
delayed for 
mom who 
tied up child 


Attorney says Medley has 
wires sticking from back of ear, 
needs surgery later this month

The Lawrenceburg woman who 
pleaded guilty earlier this year to 
tying up her then-3-year-old child 
“very tightly” for up to 16 hours 
a day had her sentencing delayed 
until early next year when she 
appeared Tuesday morning in 
Anderson Circuit Court. 

The attorney for Rebecca Med¬ 
ley told Circuit Court Judge Charles 
Hickman that she has undergone 
several reconstructive surgeries and 
currently has wires sticking out of 
the back of her ear. 

The attorney said Medley has 
been dealing with the situation for 
some time, but could not get it fixed 
because she had no health insur¬ 
ance. 

The attorney said Medley now 
has health insurance and is sched¬ 
uled for surgery later this month to 
repair the problem.

Some people might see a beat 
up ride in the shop, but Darrel 
Poe, owner of Inside and Out, 
sees what it can be. 

Poe, who also works for the 
Bearcat Speed Shop, opened 
his own shop six months ago 
to utilize his 25 years of auto 
experience. His favorite projects 
are vintage car restorations. His 
latest work is on a 1954 Ford Eng¬ 
lish. 

Phil Cooke has owned the car 
for 15 years and brought it to 
the U.S. from England, which is 
where he was born and raised. 
Jan Cooke, Phil’s wife, said the 
English sustained several dings 


from boxes stacked on top of it 
during the move. As a result, Jan 
said the car sat in their garage 
for several years until the tires 
eventually went flat. 

Phil Cooke turned his beloved 
English over to Poe to restore it 
back to its former glory. 

Prior to the restoration, Jan 
Cooke said the English was a 
“school bus yellow color.” 

“It looked terrible,” she said. 

Since there were so many lay¬ 
ers of paint on the car, Poe said 
he had to sand it all down to the 
metal. It’s a tedious job, but well 
worth it to get a smooth paint 
job. He painted the car with

three coats of jet black paint 
and three coats of clear coat. 

Poe said he spent the 
majority of his time color 
sanding and buffing the old 
English. 

“I color sand to take out all 
the dirt and imperfections. 
You can do a lot with a piece 
of sand paper and water,” he 
said. “I like a high gloss shine.” 

Poe spent a lot time prep- 
ping the car for the paint job 
including reworking the body, 
sanding and blocking to get it 
straight. 

After months of pains¬ 
taking effort, Poe is about a 
month away from comple¬ 
tion. He still has to put the 
seats and interior back in, 
replace the windows and 
rewire the car. 

“It’s going to look like a 
new car,” said Poe. 

Poe got his start wash¬ 
ing cars 30 years ago for a 
small body shop in Frank¬ 
fort. Around 14 years ago 
he picked up a sander and 
started to learn more about 
detailing and bodywork. Nine 
years ago, he started to add 
painting as another feather to 
his cap. 

He said he’s the product 
of some great mechanics he’s 
learned from that taught 
the “old style,” which means 
no shortcuts. Poe said one of 
the most valuable concepts 
he learned was to take the 
time to do good metal work 
and use less body filler. Poe 
said he gets a real satisfac¬ 


tion from a job well done and 
knowing the owner appreci¬ 
ates his work. 

So far, Poe said he’s had the 
opportunity to restore a 1979 
Malibu and 1955 Chevrolet. 

He said his favorite restora¬ 
tion job was a 1969 Dodge 
Charger. 

Sherry Poe, his wife, said 
she’s not surprised he wanted 


to open his own shop. 

“It’s been his passion ever 
since I’ve known him,” she 
said. 

“I knew he was the best 
of the best because he loves 
doing it and was taught from 
the best.” 

Sherry Poe said she knew 
that he has the know-how 
and a meticulous attention to 


detail. 

“He goes beyond to do a 
job right. If he’s not happy, he 
will work on it until he feel 
it’s right,” she said. 

Poe said for years he’s 
always been known as “the 
guy in the back,” and it’s 
thrilling to be at the fore¬ 
front of his own place. 

“This is my calling. I’ve 


always been interested in 
cars,” he said.

Faura Donnell objected, saying that 
at some point Medley has the obliga¬ 
tion to inform the court of her prob¬ 
lems. 

Hickman granted the delay. 

“We also have an obligation to the 
taxpayers,” Hickman responded, add¬ 
ing that because she now has insur¬ 
ance, it’s better to have insurance pay 
for the surgery than the taxpayers 
once she’s sentenced to prison. 

Hickman set sentencing for Jan. 6 
and warned there would be no more 
delays. 

Medley is the second person to 
plead guilty in the case that has lan¬ 
guished in the court system for more 
than two years. She, along with her 
husband, Herbert Medley, and the 
child’s grandmother, Carolyn Case, 
were arrested on charges of first- 
degree child abuse in September 2012 
following an investigation by the 
Kentucky State Police. 

Case pleaded guilty to the charge 


earlier this year and is serving a 
five-year prison sentence without a 
chance for parole. 

Herbert Medley is scheduled to 
stand trial in Febru¬ 
ary. 

The girl was 
tied up on a bed 
at Case’s residence 
at 1024 Terri Fane 
from 8 p.m. to 6 a.m. 
each day, according 
to documents on 
file in Anderson 
Circuit Court. 

She also was tied 
to the bed for a 
two-hour nap, and 
spent an additional 
four hours tied up 
for discipline, according to the docu¬ 
ments. She also was tied to a booster 
seat in a kitchen chair for up to an 
hour a day for discipline. 

The girl was tied up with a curtain 
sash by lacing it through the arm 
holes in her shirt and behind her 
back. 

It was then fastened to the bed 
using a large horse collar safety pin, 


according to court documents. The 
sash also was used to tie her to a 
kitchen chair. 

Case, the grandmother, told inves¬ 
tigating state police 
troopers that the 
girl “spent more 
time tied up than 
free,” according to 
documents. 

Case also told 
investigators that 
she was tied up 
because she was 
“getting out of bed 
and getting into 
things,” and that 
she was trying to 
“get out of the resi¬ 
dence when every¬ 
one was asleep.” 

Case added that the girl’s mother, 
Rebecca Medley, “would tie [the girl] 
up very tightly and that [her] move¬ 
ment was very impaired and she was 
not able to escape.” 

The girl was being tied up from 
June 1 through Aug. 3 of 2012, when 
a child protective services worker 
alerted the state police. 


Troopers arrived at Case’s resi¬ 
dence, where she admitted tying up 
the girl and showed them the curtain 
sash and bed. 

Troopers then interviewed the 
Medleys. Rebecca Medley refuted 
the grandmother’s claim that the girl 
was tied to the bed for four hours and 
to a chair for another hour for disci¬ 
pline, saying the times were half that 
amount, according to the report. 

She did confirm that the girl 
was tied up for 10 hours each night, 
according to the report. She added 
that Case began the practice of tying 
up the girl and continued doing so for 
the two months it was conducted. She 
told police that she and Case tied the 
girl up the about the same number 
of times and that Herbert Medley, 
her husband, knew about it, and that 
they “fought” about it on a regular 
basis, according to the report. 

Herbert Medley told police he 
knew about the girl being tied up but 
“felt he could not tell anyone because 
Case had threatened to kick them out 
of the residence.”

ing the kWh rate, which 
has climbed steadily 
over the past five years 
from $7.31 in 2009 to a 
proposed rate of $10.50. 
That means, if approved, 
the average bill will 
have increased from 
$115.02 to $126.03 during 
that time frame. 

Natasha Collins, Ken¬ 
tucky Utilities’ director 
of communications, said 
the increase to the kWh 
rate is due, in part, on 
more stringent environ¬ 
mental mandates. 

“KU continues to 
plan for the future by 
making infrastructure 
investments to comply 
with stricter environ¬ 


mental regulations and 
enhance the reliability 
of the system, while 
maintaining rates well 
below the national aver¬ 
age per kWh and among 
the lowest in the region,” 
she said. 

Collins said the infra¬ 
structure investments 
include a $563 million 
natural gas generating 
unit, which would allow 
the company to produce 
electricity without the 
use of coal. 

Denise Myers, a 
spokesperson for Blue 
Grass Energy, said the 
large increase to the 
basic charge is designed 
to represent the true 
cost of getting electric¬ 
ity to its customers. 

“The customer ser¬ 
vice charge is designed 
to collect the fixed cost 
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... the infrastructure 
to [a cus¬ 
tomer’s] 
house,” she 
said. “Our 
customer 
service 
charge 
has been 
low for 
some time. 

Unfor¬ 
tunately, 
we’re hav¬ 
ing to gather some of 
the fixed costs through 
kWh sales. 

“This will get us more 
in line where we’re 


covering our costs as 

we should 
be, not 
through 
having to 
sell enough 
kWh to 
cover the 
cost.” 

Myers 
said the so- 
called war 
on coal has 
played a 
roll in electricity costs, 
which are reflected in 
a surcharge customers 
already see on their 
bills.

The public is welcome to 
comment on the proposed 
increase in electricity rates by 
contacting the state's Public 
Service Commission at Box 
615, Frankfort, KY 40602, or 
via its website at psc.ky.gov. 
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“We, as does Ken¬ 
tucky Utilities, have a 
line item on our bills 
called a fuel surcharge,” 
she said. “If reflects the 
cost of coal going up. 

“There is also an envi¬ 
ronmental surcharge. 

We have spent over $1 
billion on scrubbers and 
cleaner technology, so 
that’s not really reflect¬ 
ed in our rates.” 

Myers stressed that 


Blue Grass Energy has 
not increased its basic 
charge since 2008. 

“Before that, it was 
double digit years with¬ 
out being increased,” she 
said. “We have held the 
line on costs and made 
an effort to keep rates 
low. We just need a slight 
adjustment.”

She keeps bad boys 
jailed, state lets 'em go

C olumn as I see ’em... 

When the keyboard is ripped away from my mouthy 
fingers and I’m sent home for good, I now know how I 
intend to spend at least a portion of my so-called golden years. 

I’d never given that much thought; I figured I’d spend con¬ 
siderably more time in tree stands, hang out with 
family and travel to visit grandchildren, but ask 
anyone who is retired and they’ll say that filling 
the hours in between can be tedious if not impos¬ 
sible, particularly for the non-weal thy among us. 

Following a remarkably entertaining visit to 
Anderson District Court last week, though, I’ve 
decided that watching criminal proceedings there 
(the traffic stuff is like watching paint peel) will 
provide equal parts entertainment and drama 
during times when I have nothing much else to 
do. 

Trust me on this. I spent three hours a week or 
so ago watching inmate after inmate try to wiggle 
and weasel his or her way out of trouble by trying 
(but failing) to convince District Court Judge Donna Dutton they 
would behave if only she’d let them out of jail. 

Fat chance. 

Dutton, a landslide winner in last month’s election, has built a 
reputation as a tough, no-nonsense judge who isn’t afraid to give 
those in need a bit of stern advice, particularly the ones unable 
to put an end to their misdemeanoring ways. 

Dutton was a rock in her black 
robe during my recent visit to her 
courtroom, although at one point I 
couldn’t help but wonder if that rock 
was about to crack. 

An inmate, who spent the time 
waiting for his case to be called by 
furtively waving and making eye 
contact (that’s a no-no for prisoners) 
with a small child in the audience, 
finally got his chance before Dutton. 

Like most of the others, he was 
looking for a way to get his bond or 
bail lowered. This guy, though, took 
it up several notches and at one point 
was practically begging Dutton to set 
him free. 

The child turned out to be his, he 
claimed, adding that the poor kid’s 
mother had R-U-N-N-O-F-T (OK, he 
didn’t say it that way but you get the 
picture) and, with Thanksgiving and Christmas coming up, he 
really, really needed to be there for his child. 

He, Dutton and County Attorney Bobbi Jo Lewis batted the 
case around for a few minutes — him continuing to tug at Dut¬ 
ton’s heartstrings while Lewis reminded Dutton of his assault 
charge-filled past. 

Just when Dutton appeared to be wavering and on the verge 
of reducing the man’s bond, she looked straight at him and said, 
“You’re not going to make me feel bad about this,” and ordered 
him held on the original bond. 

The man, who probably figured he was lining up a long shot 
in the first place, looked a bit dejected but accepted his fate and 
returned to his seat. 

That was a wise choice of what appears to be many poor ones 
in that man’s life. Not long after, Dutton lowered the boom on 
another inmate who f-bombed her, badmouthed public defend¬ 
ers in general and even accused Lewis of slander. For his trouble, 
Dutton popped him an additional 30 days in the hole for con¬ 
tempt of court.

Water main breaks raise 
infrastructure questions 


Water main breaks. They’re 
becoming an all too common 
in the city. There was another 
one in the Alton area off 
Highway 151 on Sunday. Since 
October, we’ve had at least one 
water main break 
every month. 

Judging from 
exasperated Face- 
book posts, I know 
the public is tiring 
of hearing about 
water main breaks 
as well. 

In October, 
when I spoke to 
Larry Hazlett, 
who was then 
city public works director but 
has since retired, he said there 
were a great deal of water line 
improvements in the 1970s. He 
told me that though there was 
no master infrastructure plan, 
they look at the areas where 


there have been problems 
and try to allot funds for the 
repairs during the creation of 
the annual budget. 

Obviously, this method isn’t 
working out so well. 

I find myself agreeing with 
Ed Ruggles. The city should be 
inspected by an engineering 
firm to develop a master infra¬ 
structure plan. 

I’m not sure if this an issue 
with pressure in the water 
lines or the age of the water 
lines themselves, but I do know 
it deserves more thoughtful 
attention. 

Since there’s been a lot of 
talk about attracting new busi¬ 
ness, and even a new patch 
of 47 acres on US 127 that 
the Lawrenceburg-Anderson 
County Economic Develop¬ 
ment Authority purchased 
with the anticipation of future

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EPA, tree huggers to blame for 
skyrocking electricty rates 


To the editor: 

he Anderson News recently printed 
the 2015 proposed increases for Ken¬ 
tucky Utility customers. If you still 
have access to the KU notifications as print¬ 
ed in The Anderson News, I would advise 
you to peruse those proposed rate increases. 

I read those rates line by line, calculated 
the results and it immediately raised a red 
flag which prompted me to call Kentucky 
Utilities in Louisville to speak to a repre¬ 
sentative. She was very nice but I did all of 
the talking and she merely confirmed my 
suspicions. 

Basic service charge per month will 
increase 67.44 percent (current-$10.75 to a 
proposed $ 18.00), which is a 
significant jump for residen¬ 
tial customers. I gave her 
an earful on that. I was told 
that this was a “proposed” 
increase seeking approval in 
January of 2015 and in effect 
July of 2015. 

Public hearings would be 
forthcoming, I was told, and I 
should attend to be heard. 

Overall the basic service 
charge, rate per kWh as a 
computation, spells more dol¬ 
lars and cents to your bud¬ 
get monthly and, of course, 
annually. I did not want to 
bore you with an Excel spreadsheet on my 
findings but trust me, it’s a hefty increase 
for all customers and all entities. 

When I queried her on why, there was 
silence and then exuding from her mouth 
was the dreaded abbreviation that I so 
despise. The EPA made me do it. The tree 
huggers and their regulations are impact¬ 
ing you in many ways. 

This is just one of those governmental 
edicts of pathetic reasoning that affects our 
energy expenses. 


FYI: the EPA is responsible for levying 
all of the sanctions on Kentucky’s coal 
industry and I could expound further but 
it would require additional print space to 
elaborate on its specific agenda to society. 

And regarding upcoming elections, 
please pay close attention to those can¬ 
didates and their parties who support an 
imposed EPA agenda. 

Additionally, you can read each category 
as it impacts commercial dwellings, lumen- 
type fixtures, underground and overhead 
services and the like.

No 
more, no less, just enough. 
It’s the gardener in me. 
Fewer bad bugs means 
easier organic gardening. 
Those of you interested in 
trying your hand at grow¬ 
ing organically may want 
to look into a $15,000 grant 
that “Organic Gardening 
Magazine” is offering. Just 
visit their website at organ- 
icgardening.com. 

Gardening is especially 
important for kids to learn. 
It helps then discover food 
and expand their tastes. 

Each year, dinner at 
Thanksgiving is always a 
funny adventure when I see 
kids say “no way” to certain 
vegetables or condiments, 
when I know they love eat¬ 
ing them right out of the 
garden. They don’t get the 
connection if they never see 
the whole process from gar¬ 
den to table. 


“Dig, Plant, Grow” is 
a publication put out by 
“Organic Gardening Maga¬ 
zine,” and it is a garden- 
based curriculum for both 
parents and teachers. It’s a 
free download that gives 
you step-by-step directions 
to learn to grow food sus¬ 
tainably. I believe it would 
even be helpful for those 
black-thumb adults who 
think they can’t grow. 

Power in plants 

I believe that there’s 
power in plants, and not just 
the ones we burn for fuel. 

As we enter the flu season, 

I am reminded of the many 
plants that help us get 
through that season. Just 
having living plants grow¬ 
ing in the home can help 
purify our indoor air. 

Leaves of herbs can be 
used to make healthful teas 
and remedies. Did you know 
that thyme is one of the 
best expectorants around? 
The blossoms from chamo¬ 
mile make a healthful tea 
that soothes headaches, 
stomach aches and helps 
you sleep. 

The roots from plants 
also provide an immune 
system boost. Eating such 
things as garlic and sweet 
potatoes is like wearing both 
a Superman and Ironman 
suit at once. The easiest 
thing to do to stay healthy 
this winter is to eat right. 

Get all of your fruits and 
vegetables in every day. 

If you add that to fre¬ 
quent hand washing, plenty 


of rest and lots of water, 
you should be able to get 
through even the harsh¬ 
est of winters relatively 
healthy. You should also 
keep your thermostat on the 
low side. The cold doesn’t 
just kill the bad bugs in the 
garden. 

Harsh winter tempera¬ 
tures aren’t just hard on us 
humans. Our wildlife has to 
get through it as well, and 
food is their number one 
power source. That’s why I 
leave my spent echinacea, 
rudebeckia and aster flow¬ 
ers on the stalk at the end 
of the year. They all turn 
into seed heads and serve as 
a mini Burger King for our 
feathered friends. 

Get ready for winter 

As storms damage and 
fell trees on the farm, I pile 
them all, uncut, in a few 
scattered places to rest for 
a year. They provide a safe 
and relatively snug winter 
home for a variety of wild¬ 
life. Think of it as a rugged 
Best Western. You don’t even 
have to leave the light on. 

Now check those gut¬ 
ters, exposed pipes, stocks of 
batteries and canned goods. 
Winter officially arrives in 
just 18 days. On the bright 
side, once it gets here we’ll 
have more daylight every 
day, lifting our spirits until 
spring decides to show up.

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Try these recipes to get rid of turkey leftovers 


T urkey leftovers should 
be in the freezer now. 
While 
you can sub¬ 
stitute turkey 
for chicken 
in almost any 
recipe, it is nice 
to try new reci¬ 
pes. If you have 
already used 
all that turkey, 
then keep these 
for planned 
over meals 
another time. 

Just as a 
reminder, you should have 


deboned the turkey, sliced the 
turkey and refrigerated the 
leftovers within two hours of 
cooking. Turkey should have 
been used with three to four 
days or packaged for freezing. 
Stuffing and gravy should 
have been used within one to 
two days or frozen. The gravy 
will separate as it thaws but 
whisking it as it reheats will 
take care of that. In general, 
gravy made with flour may 
reheat better than gravy 
made with cornstarch. 

Turkey and Cranberry Salad 

Makes four servings 


11/2 cups turkey, cooked and diced 
1/4 cup vinaigrette dressing 

1 cup dried cranberries 

2 tablespoons sliced almonds 
Lettuce leaves or chopped lettuce 

Toss chicken, cranberries and 
almonds with dressing 

Serve on a lettuce leaf or mound of 
chopped lettuce 

Turkey Rice Salad 

Makes four servings 

3 cups cooked brown or white rice 
2 cups cubed (cooked) turkey 

1 cup seedless grapes, halved 
1/2 cup chopped red or green bell pep¬ 
per 


1/4 cup chopped sweet onions 
1/4 cup oil/vinegar salad dressing, such 
as Italian salad dressing 
Mix together ingredients. Chill for 
about one hour before serving to allow 
flavors to blend. 

White Turkey Chili 

Makes eight servings 

1 tablespoon oil 

1/2 cup onion, chopped 
4 cups cooked turkey, chopped 

2 cans (15.5 oz.) Great Northern beans, 

drained 

2 cans (11 oz.) corn, undrained 
1 can (4 oz.) chopped green chilies 
4 cups turkey or chicken broth 


1 teaspoon ground cumin 

Heat oil in skillet over medium heat. 
Add onion and celery, cook and stir two 
to three minutes. 

Place all ingredients in a large 
saucepan (at least 4 quarts). Stir well. 
Cover and cook about 15 minutes over 
medium heat stirring occasionally until 
thoroughly heated.

business growth, I wonder why more 
thought is not being given to infra¬ 
structure.

I’m from the school of thought that 
every governing body in Anderson 
County should have a working website 
and social media in this digital age. 

During water main breaks or other 
occurrences, I find myself out of 
habit looking for the city or county’s 
Lacebook page for quick information, 
only to find that there isn’t one. The 
website is never updated to reflect 
anything other than upcoming events 
such as the Christmas parade. Guess 
what, if I’m looking for these things, 
don’t you think the public is, too? 

I reminded The Anderson News 
Lacebook friends that if they wanted 
to keep abreast on water main breaks 
or emergencies, they could enroll in 
Code Red, the city’s program to text 
pertinent information. There were 
several that commented that they had 
never heard of Code Red before. 

In a previous reporting position 
in Lrankfort, Ind., I saw the mayor’s 
office utilize social media and the 
website to keep the public informed. 
The mayor has a Lacebook page with 
nearly 5,000 followers to communicate 
press releases, what’s going on in the 
city and more. When they announced 
they would be building a new com¬ 
munity college locally, they used social 
media to generate buzz and get the 
public behind the cause. It was really 
neat to see social media being used to 
unite the public and illustrate what 
the city is doing. 

While an engineering firm to ana¬ 
lyze city water lines and develop a 
master plan to fix it all will be costly, 
a Lacebook and/or Twitter costs noth¬ 
ing and can instantly improve com¬ 
munication to the public. Just food for 
thought.

The local option sales tax, as it’s 
commonly known, is a tool that 
can have enormous transformative 
effects on the lives of Kentucky 
families and can change the way our 
cities and counties direct their own 
growth. 

In the past Kentuckians have 
sent their hard-earned tax dollars 
to Lrankfort and statehouse leaders, 
through the budget process, have 
decided which projects get fund¬ 
ing. Local communities crossed their 
fingers in the hopes the project they 
were counting on got the green light. 

The local option sales tax is a new 
way for communities to see the proj¬ 
ects they want and need get from the 
drawing board into the real world - 
and to do it for themselves. 

A local option sales tax would 
allow local communities to let their 
citizens decide whether or not to 
fund infrastructure and construc¬ 
tion projects through a local sales tax 
which would be capped at 1 percent 
and have a built-in sunset.

would hope to fund through a local 
option sales tax. These projects are 
a diverse as the communities who 
need them. 

There is, however, one thing these 
projects do have in common: they are 
the projects that citizens and local 
communities need but don’t cur¬ 
rently have the means to fund. 

Thirty-seven states give local com¬ 
munities the ability to fund their 
own infrastructure projects through 
a local option sales tax - its time Ken¬ 
tuckians are given a chance to decide 
for ourselves if we want to join their 
ranks.

State's health commissioner praises new family clinic

The Anderson County Health 
Department’s Family Care Clinic 
drew praise from local officials when 
it opened last month for giving resi¬ 
dents a chance to seek medical care 
locally. 

Now the facility is drawing praise 
from on high after receiving kudos 
from Dr. Stephanie Mayfield, the 
state’s commissioner of public health. 

“I applaud you,” Mayfield said dur¬ 
ing a ribbon cutting to christen the 
clinic last Tuesday morning. “You’re a 
model that we want to showcase.” 

Mayfield and the state’s director of 
Medicaid, Dr. John Langfield, traveled 
to Lawrenceburg for the event, which 
officially christened the health 
department’s clinic, the first of its 
kind in Kentucky. 

The clinic is the health depart¬ 
ment’s response to the closure earlier 
in the year of Anderson Primary 
Care, which left thousands of patients 
without a local provider. 

Health Director Tim Wright said 
when he saw that need, he knew 
there was a way to meet it by open¬ 
ing a clinic and making its services 
available to everyone, including those 
with private health insurance. 

During Tuesday’s event, Wright 
said the clinic is going strong despite 
just opening. 

“We’re adding five or six patients 
every week so far,” Wright said, who 
marveled at the size of the crowd that 
showed up for the ribbon cutting, 
which was organized by the Ander¬ 
son County Chamber of Commerce. 

“From what I gather, it was the 
largest group at a ribbon cutting 
ever held in Anderson County,” said 
Wright. 

“Just from the turnout, with the 


different agencies and people from 
the community that were repre¬ 
sented, it really touched my heart 
that those people thought enough of 
the staff here to be with us at that 
moment. 

“It shows the support we have. If 
people weren’t proud of their health 
department and didn’t agree with the 
direction we’re headed, they wouldn’t 
have been there to support us.” 

Wright said despite early success, 
plenty more needs to be done to 
let people know about the services 
offered at the clinic. 

“We have to figure out how to let 
people know that we operate exactly 
like Anderson Primary Care oper¬ 
ated,” he said. “It had a nurse practi¬ 
tioner, just like we do.” 

Another obstacle, Wright said, is 
getting the public to realize that the 
health department no longer only 
offers preventative services. 

“We can serve the citizens of this 
county in any aspect of their health 
care now,” he said. 

Mayfield, the health commissioner, 
said the clinic serves as a model of 
what public health can do to meet 
the expanding need for medical care. 

“As we continue to roll people 
into the expansion of Medicaid and 
federal health plans, this is what we 
should be doing,” she said. “We are 
seeing a continued need for providers, 
being that we’ve been so successful 
getting people access to care.” 

“The leadership being provided 
at this facility is tremendous,” said 
Langfield. “We just had a tour and all 
we can say is wow!” 

“I credit the health director for 
meeting the needs of this commu¬ 
nity,” added Mayfield.

Brittany Price, financial 
secretary for the Christian 
Academy of Lawrenceburg, 
like most moms, has expe¬ 
rienced her child asking for 
extravagant gifts such as a 
$400 gaming console. 

She said she knows her 
8-year-old son sees her use a 
plastic debt card for payment, 
but like most elementary 
students, has no concept of 
spending or the process to 
earn and budget money. 

The Christian Academy 
is working to change that 
with a new program, “Money 
Doesn’t Grow on Trees,” 
which is aimed at financial 
literacy for elementary stu¬ 
dents. 

Price said the idea came 
to her while listening to the 
radio hearing about Gov. Mike 
Huckabee’s “Money Doesn’t 
Grow on Trees” DVD and les¬ 
son plan to teach finances to 
kids. Though the Christian 
Academy has a Dave Ramsey 
financial course it uses to 
teach high school students, 
school officials thought some 
early training at the elemen¬ 
tary level would be benefi¬ 
cial. 


“The kids will learn how to 
earn, save, invest, donate and 
spend more wisely,” said Price. 
“We want students to know 
they have to have a plan for 
their money.” 

The “Money Doesn’t Grow 
on Trees” program will start 
next week, but Price said the 
school has already had posi¬ 
tive feedback from parents, 
thanking it for teaching kids 
about money early on. 

All too often, Price said, 
people live off of credit cards 
and accumulate debt. 

“God commands us to live 
within our means,” she said. 
“God’s word tells us all we 
need to know.” 

The 2014 Consumer Finan¬ 
cial Survey by Harris Poll for 
the National Foundation for 
Credit Counseling revealed 
that many Americans aren’t 
practicing financial basics 
such as setting up a budget. 
The survey of 2,016 adults 
revealed that 61 percent do 
not have a budget and keep 
close track of spending. Sixty 
percent of the respondents 
said they had not reviewed 
their credit score in a year, 
and 65 percent had not 
reviewed their credit report 
in a year. 


Thirty-two percent of the 
respondents said they worried 
about insufficient savings 
for an emergency and retir¬ 
ing without having enough 
money set aside. 

“This year’s survey once 
again confirms what we 
already know: The need for 
financial education is great,” 
said Susan C. Keating, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of the National 
Foundation for Credit Coun¬ 
seling of the annual report. 
“Without a solid foundation 
on which to base everyday 
financial decisions, Ameri¬ 
cans are on a slippery slope 
as they begin to rebuild their 
financial lives following the 
Great Recession.” 

Nancy Holt, a senior at 
the Christian Academy, said 
she found the Dave Ramsey 
financial course to be very 
useful to budgeting for the 
purchase of her first car and 
planning for the payment of 
car insurance. 

She said the course taught 
her how to budget, save and 
to always set aside emergency 
funds. 

Holt said she thinks an 
early start on financial train¬ 
ing is a great skill to learn. 

“If you don’t learn about 


it now, you’re just going to 
thrown into it,” said Holt. 

Price said throughout the 
“Money Doesn’t Grow on 
Trees” program, they plan to 
have hands-on experiences 
to give students understand¬ 
ing of what they learned in 
a practical setting such as 
the grocery store. She said 


she plans on giving the stu¬ 
dents a set amount of money, 
instructing them to clip cou¬ 
pons and see how far their 
money gets them at the store. 

“We’re trying to be pur¬ 
poseful in helping students 
prepare for life,” said Price.

later what is hidden in 
the word Christian, but 
let’s stay focused as we 
continue the chair illus¬ 
tration of true faith. 

1: What are you doing 
for the object of your 
faith — the chair? 

When you take 
the action to sit in the 
chair, you are showing 
to all around you, “I 
have faith in the chair.” 
But, in truth you are 
doing absolutely noth¬ 
ing more for the chair 
except putting it to the 
use it was originally 
intended. 

That being the case, 
then it appears that the 


real core of your faith 
is found in. 

2: What is the object 
of your faith, the chair, 
doing for you? 

First, it is allowing 
you to rest from stand¬ 
ing. Second, it is pro¬ 
viding comfort for you 
as you sit. Third, you 
are able to lean back 
and rest the upper part 
of your body keep¬ 
ing you from falling 
backward. Fourth, you 
are able to place your 
arms on your lap and 
rest them as well. Fifth, 
the longer you exercise 
your faith in the chair 
you discover it never 
once stops providing all 
that it was designed to 
provide. 

And, the more you 
use the chair, the 
greater your level of 
confidence, trust, belief 
and faith in the chair 
becomes. As your confi¬ 
dence grows in the chair 
you begin to think less 
and less about the chair 
and you begin to discov¬ 
er additional benefits 
provided by the chair 
you hadn’t realized. 

For you, the chair has

become a vessel of rest 
that provides all you 
need for sitting. And, as 
long as you remain in 
the chair it never stops 
giving - never. 

See, that is what 
happened when God 
finished his work of cre¬ 
ating and he rested. He 
didn’t stop; he simply 
changed from creating 
to sustaining that which 
he had created. 

By this time, I’m pret¬ 
ty sure you are begin¬ 
ning to grasp the pur¬ 
pose of our illustration. 
See, in the scripture our 
bodies are referred to as 
vessels. That of course 
means that our bodies 
and souls were designed 
to contain something 
in order to fulfill the 
purpose the creator had 


in mind. 

Also, the word vessel 
is often translated as 
temple, once again indi¬ 
cating that it is designed 
to contain and provide 
a specific purpose for 
someone. 

Several years ago, 

I heard a term which 
made all kinds of sense 
to me. It referred to our 
bodies as earth suits, 
designed to contain 
the person of Christ 
himself, his spirit if 
you will. The writer 
of the letter to the 
Corinthian believers 
described it this way: 
“Do you not know that 
your body is a tem¬ 
ple of the Holy Spirit/ 
Christ’s Spirit who is in 
you, whom you have 
from God (the Father), 


and that you are not 
your own?” 

Now are you begin¬ 
ning to see the ramifi¬ 
cations of that truth? 

I hope so as it will 
change how you view 
yourself as well as oth¬ 
ers forever. Your body 
and your soul now 
have a new spirit and 
a new source of life 
within — if you have 
believed and received 
Christ - he now resides 
within your person spir¬ 
itually, replacing your 
birth spirit. 

Now if that is true 
there are some very 
significant ramifica¬ 
tions to be considered. 
We now have a new 
and extremely substan¬ 
tial resource residing 
within. We are no longer 
trapped. There is hope. 


Change and new life is 
possible. 

Therefore: What 
is the object of your 
faith (Christ) doing for 
you? I hope you find it 
intriguing enough to 
consider some of the 
implications. In the 
weeks ahead, we will be 
considering more, plus 
another equally signifi¬ 
cant question: Who now 
has the right to rule in 
your life? 

The answer of course 
will make a tremen¬ 
dous difference as to 
how you see your new 
identity as a Bible-based 
believer. I know it cer¬ 
tainly has for me over 
the years.

WHERE DOES THE CHURCH OF CHRIST 
STAND ON SAME SEX MARRIAGE? 

This question is normally asked with the thought of how 
does the denomination, Church of Christ stand on this issue.

t the risk of 
sounding like 
cocky fan, I will 
use the unmentionable 
word when it comes to 
looking at what Ander¬ 
son County football has 
to offer in 2015. 

“Reload.” 

We know the 
Bearcats lose some key 

players. A three-year - 

starter at quarterback will be gone, so 
will the team’s top threat to make a 
play at any time. 

Some solid backs and linemen have 
taken the Anderson jersey off for the 
last time. 

But barring the unforeseen, Ander¬ 
son should be good again next fall. 

Make that very good. 

The Bearcats should reload. 

It is what a program with tradition 
does. 

The Bearcats finished the year at 
9-4. There were some high points, 
namely a regional runner-up fin¬ 
ish. But there were some low points, 
namely a disappointing loss at Frank¬ 
lin County, costing the Bearcats a 
district championship and having 
a horrendous night in the regional 
championship game. 

“Mike Krzyzewski (Duke men’s 
basketball coach) is one of the best 
anywhere,” Peach smiled. “He has 
only finished the season happy four 
or five times.” 

In Kentucky, only six football 
teams end the season with a win in 
an elimination game. Those six state 
champions will be crowned this week 
in Bowling Green. 

Anderson was there in 2011 and 
Peach says that team should serve as 
a lesson for the returning Bearcats. 

“Back in 2009, we lost Jacob Rus¬ 
sell and that group. People were ask¬ 
ing what are we going to do?,” Peach 
recalls. “We had Seth (Carmichael), 
and Ethan (Kelly) and Matt Sprague 
step up and we won the district and 
played for the regional champion¬ 
ship. 

“Then after we went to the finals 
in 2011, people said, ‘What are we 
coing to do, but we had kids like Zach 
Carmichael and Chris Toomey. 

“We have had seven straight sea¬ 
sons with eight or more wins,” 

It is the longest such stretch in 
Anderson history. 

In 2010 and the just completed sea¬ 
son, the eighth win came in the play¬ 
offs, which only reinforces the idea 
that Anderson is becoming one of the 
state’s top foot all programs. However, 
as Peach said several times during the 
just completed season, the one thing 
missing is a state championship. 

Conventional wisdom is that 
Anderson’s best shot slipped away 
this year when Bowling Green, a 
heavy favorite to take a fourth 
straight Class 5A title, fell in its 
regional championship game. Howev¬ 
er, the same Cooper team that routed 
Anderson in a regional final fell to 
Pulaski County, 33-7, Friday night. 
Pulaski and Graves County will play 
in the 5A championship Friday night. 

Next year, a realignment will move 
district rivals Franklin County, East 
Jessamine and West Jessamine to Class 
4A. Anderson will be in a four-team 
district with current district rivals 
Woodford County and Montgomery 
County along with newcomer Madi¬ 
son Southern. 

On paper, Anderson would look to 
be the early favorite. Even though 
Woodford County returns tackle 
Drake Jackson, considered by some to

Stingy Bearcats tame Lions in opener

Austin Cummins scored 
26 points and Dillon Harper 
added 22 to lead Anderson 
County to a resounding 
71-41 win over visiting Gar¬ 
rard County to open the 
boys’ high school basketball 
season Monday night. 

But it was the Bearcat 
defense that put this one 
away early. Anderson out- 
scored Garrard 23-1 over the 
last six minutes of the first 
quarter and added the first 
bucket of the second quar¬ 
ter to take a 27-6 lead. The 
only remaining mystery 
was the final margin. 

“We were doing what we 
wanted early,” Anderson 
coach Glen Drury said. “We 
were able to take away 
their best players (Slade 
Crutchfield and Nick 
McCollum) and our pres¬ 
sure defense really both¬ 
ered them.” 

Garrard County was 
charged with only 15 turn¬ 
overs, but Anderson’s con¬ 
stant harrassment, deflec¬ 
tions and forcing Garrard 
into hurried shots made 
it seem like the Lions had 
many more miscues than 
recorded. Garrard hit only 
17 of 59 shots (28.8 percent) 
and the smallish Bearcats 
dominated the glass, out- 
rebounding Garrard 37-24. 

But it was Anderson’s 
ability to dictate the tempo 
that turned what the 
Bearcat coaching staff felt 
would be a close game into 
a quick rout. 

“Our transition game

worked well for us tonight,” 
Drury said, “but to be a 
great transition team, you 
have to play great defense.” 

Anderson spotted Gar¬ 
rard an early 5-2 lead, 
before going on what ended 


up as a 25-1 run spanning 
two quarters. By halftime, 
the Bearcats led 39-12 and 
Garrard never cut the 
deficit to less than 20 points 
over the last 21 minutes 
of the contest. Anderson’s 


lead reached its zenith at 32 
points on two separate occa¬ 
sions in the fourth quarter. 

Even with the large vic¬ 
tory margin, Anderson was

“1 retired as a (high 
school) teacher four years 
ago,” Griggs said last week. 

“I coached wrestling one 


more year after I retired. I 
have been out of the sport 
for three years. 

“I tried some other 
things, but I decided I miss 
wrestling.” 

Griggs, a veteran wres¬ 


tling mentor, last coached 
at Tates Creek High School 
in Lexington, where he 
also taught. He’s also had 
a stint at Johnson Central 
in eastern Kentucky and 
has served as head football 
coach at Boyle County and 
West Jessamine. 

Griggs currently teach¬ 
ers a Lifetime Wellness 
class at Eastern Kentucky 
University in addition to 
coaching wrestling. 

Griggs becomes the Mat 
Cats’ third coach in three 
years and the program’s 
fourth coach in five sea¬ 
sons. He replaces David 
Lannum, who guided the 
program for one year. Gra¬ 
ham Carlton led the Mat 
Cats for two seasons imme¬ 
diately before Lannum and 
Tom Castle led the Mat Cats 
for five years before that. 

Steve Karsner, now an 
administrator in the Boyle 
County school system, 
started the program in 
the late 1990s and stayed 
through the 2006 season. 

Since the program’s 
inception, Anderson has 
grown to varying levels 
of success. The Mat Cats

have been good, but have never 
finished the state tournament 
in the Top 10. Only one wrestler, 
Sammy Isaacs in 2008, has made 
it all the way to the state cham¬ 
pionship bout. Isaacs lost a heart- 
breaker in the 152-pound final 
that year. 

“I know (the Anderson pro¬ 
gram) pretty well because we 
wrestled them a lot,” Griggs said. 
“We came over and wrestled in 
the Anderson County gym a few 
times when I was at Tates Creek.”
